Veterans And Dependents 
Given Warning About | 
Monthly Govt. Checks 


Two important warnings for 
veterans and dependents of de- 
ceased veterans who receive 
monthly checks from the Veter- | 
ans Administration were re- 
leased today by V. S. Parker, 
Manager of hte Miami VA Re- 
gional Office. They are: 

1. If a veteran or a depend- 
ent of a deceased veteran 
changes his address, he prompt- | 
ly should notify the VÀ Office | 
which handles his records, giv- | 
ing both the old and new ad-| 
dress. 

2. If a monthly check is lost 
or not delivered, he should no- | 
tify his VA at once. 

In writing to VA about such 
matters, veterans and depend- 
ents should identify themselves 
thoroughly. 

"The best way to do this, 
Mr. Parker said, “is for the vet- 
eran to give his VA 'C' num- 
ber, the number VA assigns to 
the claim and a dependent to 


give his 'XC' number. These 
serve as complete identifica- 
tion." 

Under the law, the Post Of- 


fice normally may not forward 
a VA benefit check to a new ad-
